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SUMMARY 


Kaliningrad  Army  Barracks  Southwest  (13E 

is  located 

approximately  3 kilometers  (km)  southwest  of  the 
center  of  Kaliningrad  at  54-41-28N  020-28-1513 
(Figure  1). 

This  installation  covers  approximately  25 
acres  and  contains  3 multistory  barracks,  2 ad- 
ministration buildings,  4 vehicle  storage/main- 
tenance buildings,  2 storage  buildings,  and  4 sup- 
port buildings  (Figures  2 and  3). 

Kaliningrad  Army  Barracks  Ponart  (BF,  No 

I is  located  ap- 


proximately 4 .5  kin  south-southwest  of  the  center 
of  Kaliningrad  at  54-40-30N  020-28-40E. 

This  installation  covers  approximately  25 
acres  and  contains  5 multistory  barracks,  2 ad- 
ministration buildings,  5 vehicle  storage/main- 
tenance buildings,  2 storage  buildings  and  5 sup- 
port buildings. 

The  2 installations  were  covered  on  inter- 
prctablc  photography  from  9 KEYI IOLF  missions 
between  August  1961.  and  September  1964.  A 
comparative  analysis  reveals  no  major  changes 
at  either  of  these  installations  since  1961. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

The  barracks  areas  arc  accessible  by  rail. 
Road  Service 

Both  installations  are  served  by  the  primary 
and  secondary  roads  of  Kaliningrad. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  I)  of  Kaliningrad  Army  Barracks 
Southwest  contains  2 E-shaped  multistory  bar- 
racks, a U-shaped  multistory  barracks,  2 ad- 
ministration buildings,  and  a support  building. 

Area  D of  Kaliningrad  Army  Barracks 
Ponart  contains  2 E-shaped  multistory  barracks 
and  3 other  multistory  barracks,  2 administra- 
tion buildings,  2 storage  buildings,  and  3 sup- 
port buildings. 


Equipment  Storage /Maintenance  Areas 

Area  J of  Kaliningrad  Army  Barracks  South- 
west contains  I E-shaped  vehicle/equipment 
storage  building  (base  350  by  60  feet  and  legs 
180  by  60  feet  and  100'by  60  feet) j 1 vehicle  stor- 
age building  (330 by  40 feet),  1 vehicle/equipment 
shed  (260  by  60  feet),  1 vehicle  maintenance 
building  (300  by  80  feet),  2 storage  buildings, 
and  3 support  buildings. 

Kaliningrad  Army  Barracks  Ponart  (Area  J) 
contains  a vehicle  storage/maintenance  building 
(base  700  by  60  feet  and  3 wings, each  325  by  60 
feet),  a vehicle  storage  building  (325  by  60  feet), 
a vehicle/equipment  storage  shed  (325  by  60 
feet  ),  a vehicle  storage  building  (235  by  60  feet), 
a vehicle  maintenance  building  (400  by  100 feet), 
and  2 support  buildings. 
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
